Ireland's political struggle 
as be- 


tween tho advocates of the free state 
and of the republic is not nearly so 
serious as American readers of made- 
in-Britain press dispatches have been 
led to believe. 


In Ulster the wealthy ruling class 


retains its historically close connect- 
ion with the Tories of England. 


"The new Ireland -will be a demo- 


cratic Ireland," he says. 
"The men 


who worked and fought for the new 
Ireland are men of democratic class 
and with democratic ideaJs. But there 
are vested interests, of course, that 
aie still strong, and they will try to 
entrench themselves. 


"Against these Interests 
we have 


the highly organized labor unions cov- 
ering the whole country. 
Their h gh 


organisation and great voting power 
will naturally Influence any legislation 
that may ba enacted 


It was his observation that recently 


the Ulster banking and business lead- 
ers had become keen for removal of 
the partition in Ireland, hut that they 
were afraid to face the fury of the 
fanatical enemies of a united Ireland.
